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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 8/3 1/04 has been entered. 

Remark 

2. Claims 2, 17, 32, and 47 were canceled. Pending claims are claims 1, 3-16, 18-31, 33-46, 
and 48-55. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1, 3-16, 18-31, 33-46, and 48-55 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1,13, 28, and 43, the closest prior art issued to Acosta and Hawkins 
fails to either alone or combine to teach an image downloading apparatus and its corresponding 
method including the steps of, after a second predetermined period has elapsed, the changeover 
from a second output device to a first output device is permitted, and when the image 
downloading apparatus receives a changeover request during a first predetermined period after 
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the second predetermined period has elapsed, it dynamically stops downloading the 
advertisement and starts downloading the image as pre-amended. In addition, Hawkins does not 
teach about a client apparatus that displays an advertisement stored in the memory of a client 
apparatus, and further with a display control device adapt to execute a display of the 
advertisement which is stored in the memory in advance until the image picked by the connected 
camera is provided, and then it switches to display the image picked by the connected camera in 
response to receiving of image picked up by the connected camera as claimed in claims 5 1-53. 
Acosta and Hawkins also fail to address the technique of when a client requests for a moving 
image, the image downloading apparatus provides the requested moving image and together with 
an image (i.e., non request image) which is not related to the moving image can be temporarily 
downloaded at predetermined interval while downloading the requested moving image as 
claimed in claims 54-55.
